A case of more or ‘tex Sutenest to rail- 
roads, and to people who travel on them 
with tree passes, was decided by a New 
York jury last Monday, after a triai of two 
weeks. The suit was brought by Tracr 
E. Ropggrs against the Toledo and Wa- 
bash railroad company for damages for in- 
juries received by the overturning of a car 
near Laiayetie, Indiana, ia January, 1965. 
Mr. Roperts suffered s permanent disabili- 
ty, through dislocation of the hip. The de- 
fense was that the accident was unsvoid- 
able, and could not have been foreseen or 
prevented; that the dislocation of the hip 
was caused by a subsequent fall; and that 
Mr. Ropgerts was traveling on a free pass, 
granted on condition that the company 
were not to be liable for injuries from ac- 
cident. The plaintiff testified that though 
he had traveled on a free pass he had de- 
stroyed it at Indianapolis, not expecting 
to have to go back, but that afterward a 
communication from his firm in New 
York induced him to retrace his steps for 
the purpose of finding a creditor. Rail. 
road officials, on the other hand, testified 
to admissions on his part that he hada 
passatthe time of the accident Judge 
Bravy charged the jury that if they found 
he had a pass, he was bound by its condi- 
tions, and was without remedy. The jury 
gave the plaintiff $6,000.

authorizing the United States Marshals and 
their deputies and the special marshals 
sppointed to ealtrce thé law to summon 
and call to their aid such portion of the 
Tanmd or naval forces of the United States, 
or of the militia, as may be to 
the periirmance of the duty with which 
they are charged, and to insure a {faithful 
observance of the Fifteenth amendment: 
The bill was prepared with great care, 
and there is very little in it that is super- 
fluous. The two sections referred to above 
do not mean the same thing. The tenth 
section only authorizes the marshals to 
call to their aid such of the military force 
of the United States as may be at hand, 
to aid in the execution of any particular 
process that may have been issued to 
them; but the tenth section opéns the door 
to the location of troops in any part of the 
country, where it may be deemed advisable 
tooverawe the community into full sub- 
mission to the Fifteenth amendment and 
the laws enacted to carry it into operation. 
Thus the President, if he thinks it neces 
sary, may send an army into Kentucky or 
New York, and the marshals may use it 
at pleasure to aid in diligently and imme- 
diately executing any process that may be 
issued, on the complaint of any one 
prompted by private ice or party zeal. 
The number of { and mar- 
shals provided for will prevent any delay 
in issuing or executing process, and a few 
judicious arrests at the point of the bayo- 
net,on election day, would deter many 
trom going to the polls, and would givea 
quietus to that persuasive kind of elec.

system. It remams to be seen whether 
the law will be impartially enforced, but 
we apprehend that all the warrants issued 
will be against those who are opposed to 
the party which has made such liberal 
provision in the way of commussioners, 
marshals and bayonets.

In the distillation of whisky, from the 

istot May, 1869, to the ist of May, 1870, 

there has been a large businéss transacted. 

The books of Mr. Assessor Neepaam 

show that 800,288 bushels of grain have 

been consumed, and that the product of 

fourteen distilleries amounts to 1,006,397 

gallons, and the tax assessed and collected 

to $697,141 80. Valuing the product of 
the distilleries at $1 25 per gallon, we have, 

as the result of the year’s operations, §1,- 

870,406 25. Thewide celebrity of Ken- 

tucky whisky gives assurances that, at the 

close of the current year, the sum total 
will be largely in advance of ths above 
showing. 

In the manufacture of cigars, the books 
of the Assessor show there are 106 estab- 
lishments engaged, and that during the 
year they have produced 11,065,175 ci- 
gars, which have paid a tax of $55,325 87. 
If we average the value of these ci- 
gars at $20 per 1,000, we have as the re- 
sult of the year’s operation $221,303 53. 

The manufacture of tobacco wan item 
of great magnitude in the industrial affairs 
of Louisville. The returns for the’ year, 
as shown by the books of Mr. Nezpuam, 
show the product of the factories to be 
2,920,370 pounds, the average price of 
which we estimate at the factories to be 
50c per pound, giving as the result of the 
year’s operations $1,464,685. 

It should be borne in mind that there is 
in Louisville, as in other cities, a large 
number of establishments engaged in 
magpuiacturing, the annual production of 


which is less than $5,000. While we have | 


no reliable data upon which to base an 
estimate of the number or the amount of 
the production of this class of industrial 
enterprises, we do not hesitate to hazard 
the opinion that they number fully five 
hundred, employing in the aggregate 
large capital and turning out wares which 
contribute immensely to the commerce of 
the city.

In the present instance the milliner reckon- 
ed without her host; for neither the ironical) 
letter nor the publishing of the bill against 
the fashionable wife brought the money. 
The dreadful part of this clothes question 
was, that it was not so much the material 
that cost as “the trimmings” and “mak- 
ing.” And a feartal array of figures they 
made, forsooth! The milliner’s con‘gmpt 
tor the tashionable wite is finely shown in 
ber giving as a model customer the name 
of another Boston beauty, whose bill from 
January ist to April Ist was four thousand 
dollars, while she (the fashionable wife) 
was actually objecting to a little bill of 
$1,911 11, which was only nine hundred 
more than other milliners were charging. 
Just think, ‘will you, for a moment, oh ye 
much married men, how long you would 
last on ‘change if your clothes cost every 
man of you four thousand dollars in four 
months, with a probable increase for the 
summer months. That sum would bay a 
stock of clothing to go into the slop-shop 
business with—would secure as many 
acres of land in the W est— would purchase 
eight hundred head of cattle in Texas, a 
foreign consulate, eight cadetships, or a 
carriage and horse; and yet there are peo- 
ple who compare the personal expenses of 
the two sexes and figure ft out that one 
spends about as much as the other. 

Now, here is what all of this folly and 
extravagance ends in—bankruptcy, ruin 
and crime. There no use mincing the 
matier. Wheneve: mereclothes are made 
a test of position, respectability or worth, 
and are regarded as the principal recom- 
mendation to secia) distinction, then per- 
sonal virtue, integrity of character, and 
all the social graces and ts, 
may as well be ignored and the maxim ta- 
ken by society as its rule, that “clothes are 
tre criterion of merit.” 

It is a notorious fact that the average 
American girl in comfortable circum- 
stances spends tar more money in 4 year 
than an English nobleman’s daughter. The 
Duke of Bucleuch allowed his favorite 
daughter only sixty pounds (three hundred 
dollars) a year for dress and pin money, 
and one of the Queen's most valued friends 
and maids of honor jor many years only 
had twenty pounds (ove bhuapdred dollars) 
peranpum to dress upon; and yet both 
were the daughters of men o! exalted rank, 
and one of them at court for years.
